Feeding Green Corn to Swine. 


Green corn, as soon 03 it is fairly ripe 


enough for ordinary table use, is prob- 
ably the very best fattening food avail- 
able to the/general former for feeding 
•wine. Th<rpigs eat It with a peculiar 
relish, and will grow and fatten upon it 
with surprising rapidity. No food is 
equal to this for putting; pigs in good 
"show condition" for the fairs.

mankind than upon the mature, because 
the mucous membrane of the food canal 
is more susceptible to all influences in 
the one than the other, and so seriously 
disturbs the health of infancy, even if 
taken in very moderate quantities and 
at regular intervals of time. It does 
not possess much nutritious value. Its 
per centnge of tissue-making elements 
is very small, so that its chief value as 
sources of nutrition, must consist of 
groups of non-nitrogenous materials, as 
starch, cane sugar, grape sugar, gum 
and pectino, ana all useful elements in 
the animal economy. Its acids and 
salts correct the bad health induced by 
dried meats or those that have been 
preserved by common salt and con- 
sumed during a long period of timo, 
In various other ways good, sound fruit, 
taken in proper quantities and at proper 
times, is health v for all but the young- 
est members of the human family. 
Stale, decaying fruits do an immense 
amount of harm. Green and over-ripe 
fruits are nearly as disastrous to health. 
Their cheapness tempts tho poor to 
purchase them, so that what this class 
do not pay hi cash they pay in maladies 
not easily controlled. 


All, but particularly children, who 
can get sound, matured fruit should eat 
n reasonable amount each day and not 
ft largo amount on one day and none 
upon the next; but oat it when wo may, 
the harder sorts need thorough masti- 
cation, so that they may be readily and 
easily digested. Some fruits contain 
free acids that change the condition of 
the bowels from costiveness to loose- 
ness—a change that many persons need. 
Green and over ripened fruits contain a 
large amount of acids, that are restless 
and riotous, showing a strong inclina- 
tion to ferment and disturb the waste 
canal. Thoy form new chemical asso- 
ciates and create more disease and suf- 
fering than physicians can always 
check. Fruit comes with heat, so that 
we are not always sure, in hot seasons 
of the year, whether it is heat or an 
excessive amount of fruit that invites 
much suffering to come and stay. 


Wo are now prepared to answer tho 
question often asked, are fruits healthy? 
In adults and youth, tho proper use of 
ripe fruit does conduce to health. An 
exclusive diet on fruit cannot meet the 
wants of the human body. The amount 
of nutriment Is very small. The acids 
of mature fruits arc not nutritious, but 
they correct the bad condition of the 
bowels in hot seasons of the year; 
They are largely composed of water, 
that is often needed to cleanse tho food 
canal and tho various ducts of excre- 
tion and thus promote health and 
growth. Few, if any, fruits are con- 
sumed for their healthy quality. Thoy 
are chiefly consumed to gratify tho ap- 
petite, but never to supply the moans 
:of growth and strength. A few fruits, 
growing in the torrid zone, may yield 
some plastic matter for building up the 
tissues. In hot seasons, some acidulous 
fruits are cooling and refreshing and so 
are useful to all who arc under the ini 
fluence of some inflammatory malady. 
To this class of fruits belong grapes 
and oranges that the sick, in their last 
extremity, may safely take. Tho groat 
harm that fruit may do consists in con- 
suming much on one day and none 
upon tho next. Tho wise and useful 
way of consuming fruit is to give n 
small amount everv day, and avoid 
those sorts that do not usually suit. All 
changes of diet are attended with some 
risk of disturbing tho stomachs and 
bowels of infants. A mother should 
consider tho condition of tho bowels at 
the time when fruit is given and gradu- 
ate the quantity accordingly, recollect- 
ing that nearly all fruits are somewhat 
relaxing to tho alimentary canal. Even 
infants may have fruit when properly 
prepared. Roasted apples 
may bo 


profitably given in habitual constipa* 
tion.' .Apples stewed and mingled with 
light bread are often useful in tho same 
condition. Haw apples scraped or 
thinly sliced Easily digest and Tbencflt 
the1 bowels.— Prairie Farmer.

/ .tutting and Curing Grasses. 
/While thoro are different times for 
cutting tho different varieties of grass- 
es- for hqy, the period of flowering is 
thp jfcneTal indication for the harvest 
to begin. At this season the saccharine 
Jiuees that, go towards forming and de- 
veloping th? seed are in the stalk and 
leaves, an^if the grass is saved then it 
must m the nature of things be palata- 
ble and auccnlent. Another argument 
in favor of cutting grass before the ma- 
turity of the seeCia that when the seed 
is permitted to develop tho vitality of 
the grass becomes impaired, a heavier 
draft is made upon the soil and the' 
meadow in consequence will sooner run 
out. To these inducements for early 
cutting may bo added the important 
fact of a larger growth of tho aftermath 
when mowing is done while the grasses 
are in blossom. 


The general tendency is to cut the 
grass too close and many tine meadows 
receive serious injury therefrom, espe- 
cially upland meadows. 
As a rule 
grasses that ore cut two inches high 
will start sooner and thrive better than 
when shaved closer to the ground. 
Many farmers cut timothy nearly or 
quite four inches from the ground. 


Analysis has prtfren that grass quick- 
ly dried in tho sun, without being wet, 
produces tho very best quality of hay. 
but little of its nutritive qualities hav- 
ing been lost in the curing process; 
hence tho necessity of cutting meadows 
during fair weather. Practical far mers 
differ as to the length of time grass 
should bo exposed to tho sun and air 
previous to being housed. Some con- 
sider one good hay day sufficient while 
others require two and sometimes three 
days. Some prefer to let the grass lie 
on tho ground just as it is left by the 
mower, whHe others cure it in tho 
windrow and still others cure it in tho 
cock. 


These differences in the curing re- 
sults chiefly from the difference exist- 
ing in the curing quality of the various 
grasses. Clover, for instance, contains 
more water than other grasses, con- 
sequently it requires a longer time to 
cu™,Properly. Timothy cures more 
quickly than herds grass, while tho 
coarser grasses in turn require still 
longer timo than herds grass. To sum 
up the matter, the secret of successful 
hay-making consists iu curing grasses 
up to the point at whigh it will do to 
put into the barn and no more, to order 
to arrest the loss of sugar and starch dt 
the earliest possible moment. During 
the early part of the season two days 
are often required for properly caring 
heavy grass. Later, when the grass. 
fa nearly npo, it mav bo cured in one 
day. 


Farmers generally agroo that tho cur- 
ing of clover is better accomplished in 
tho cock than in the sun, for the suc- 
culent leaves and tender blossoms of 
clover if exposed to a scorching heat 
are quickly browned nnd lose muoh of 


(Calandra granaria), fa- 
miliarly known as wheat weevil, grain 
weevil and barn weevil, proya upon all 
kinds of gjniin. in tho bin and tho corn- 
crib. This weevil being quite small, is 
liable to bo overlooked, particularly in 
a dark bin. Its mode of operation con- 
sists in piercing; minute holes in tho 
kernel and there depositing its eggs, 
from which arc hatched small maggots 
that eat out the heart of the grain. The 
danger makes itself apparent by a 
minute white dust spread over the 
grain and a peculiar odor that perme- 
ates tlie bins..:On pressing a kernel 
between tho lingers it crushes readily, 
exposing a mere shell partially filled 
with dust instead of a round, plump 
grain. 


When possible avoid storing grain in 


bins that have boon infected. When it 
is inconvenient to change the place of 
storage fumigate the granary thorough- 
ly with burning sulphur. Fumigation 
should not only bodouo before thegrain 
is placed in the bins, but repeated in 
the course of a month or two after it 
has been stored. 


The larvro of the weevils that are in 


the grain may be destroyed by heating 
the grain where one has ovens or 
kilns at hand for tho-purpose, i A lit- 
tle kerosene oil poured into a tight 
barrel with grain is said to destroy tliq 
weevils, but this course is practicable 
when tho grain is required for seed onlv.i 
as the koroscno injures it for making 
flour. In addition, to the precautions 
mentioned is that of changing the places 
of storage to a cool locality and fre- 
quently moving the grain from bin to 
bin. 


_Tho grain weevil is often confounded 


with the larva; of the corn moth that 
also attacks stored grain, aad with tho 
orange-colored maggots of tho wheat 
fly that arc found in tho oars of the grow- 
ing wheat. Tho true wheat or grain weo- 
vil is a slender beetle about.ouo.-eighth 
of an inch long. This insect both in 
the beetle and tho grab state injures 
grains. As has already been explained, 
tho female deposits her eggs iu the 
grain after it is housed, and tho young 
grubs hatched therefrom burrow into, 
the heart of tho kernel. Indue time; 
these grubs undergo" transformation aud 
como out of tho hulls in tho beetle 
to lay their eggs for another brood. 
i 


To recapitulate, when possible avoid 
storing grain in bins that hare been' 
infested with this pest. If said bins 
must be employed, fumigate thoroughly 
with burning sulphur. If there are 
indications of the post's presence, kiln 
dry the wheat-and destroy them,— N.
